NEWS HELD UP. ° 


Tokyo, June 1. 
' The censor, after an interval of 
2 month, has permitted publica. 
tion of the news of an attempt to 
assassiriate Printe=» ‘Naruhiko 
Higashi Kuni, father-in-law of 
the Japanese Emperor, 

The outrage took place on May 
14 at Tnichu, Formosa. 

A Korean, who’ states that his 
name js Chomeike, hurled'a dag. 
ger at'the Prince, who was ipa 
motor-car ‘driving from Taichu 
Station after ‘a military’ inapee- 

ion, 

The dagger missed the Prince 

but struck the chauffeur, who jvas 
slightly injured. 
Chomeika, who is under arrest, 
is said to have swallowed mor. 
phine to strengthen his resolve, 
He recovered from its effect. 

The Imperial procession con- 
sisted of 13 motor-cars, preceded 
by -police on motor-cycles. The 
streets were . thronged with 
schoul children. 

When the Prince's motor-caz 
was in front of the public library, 
Chomeika leaped on to the back of 
the motor-car, attempting to atah 
the Prince. The chauffeur in- 
creased his speed and dashed 
through the streets, attempting 
to dislodge the assailant, - 

When it was apparent that he 
could not climb into the car, 
Chomeika threw the dagger. He 
was then: seized by. the police. 

Chomeika, stated that he was 21 
years old and had been in Japan 
since 1924, when he arrived us 


‘Jagent of the Korean revolution- 


aries to assassinate Japanese poli. 
tical leaders, 
Revolutionary Plot, 
The attempt apparently reveals 


a considerable Korean‘revolution-|: 


ary conspiracy.. Chomeike has 
admitted that he went to. Formosa 
intending to assassinate the Gov- 
ernor-General.

What are the things that hake 
work pleasant, and what are the 
things that make it disagreeable? 

Putting aside the question of 
remuneration, ‘which is outside! 
the work itself, the first requisite’ 


is that the work shall be interest- ‘ 


ing. This may seem an impossi- 
ble requirement, but I do not 
think it is so, Whenever we put 
all our energies into our work, it 
becomes interesting. en 
was a young man, ‘the Head- 
master o Kton commissioned me 
to write a'Latin Grammer for 
the upper forms of. the school. 
There are few who would say: 
that, the niceties of Latin syntax 
—the forms’ of the conditional 
sentence and the rules of 
“oratio obliqua’’ are an interest- 
ing subject; but I became’ quite 
keen about them before I had 
finished. Whenever thore . are 
difficulties to be ‘solved interest is 
easily awakened.. But no doubt 
there must'be also the conviction 
that the work ‘is worth doing. 
Nobody ought to be set tv the 
making: of useless luxuries, in 
which the toil’ of weeks may, he 
consumed in an hour; such 
tasks are degrading, however. well 
they may be paid. 

Third comes the delight of

know to'be useful—the joy of 
good craftsmanship, which I am 
‘| afraid is threatened by all-per- 
vading machinery and mass-pro- 
duction. 
WHERE THERE IS LOVE. , 
Last and most: important is 
love or goodwill, Within the 
family there is an 
amount ° of unpaid 
sweetened by affection. In pro- 
fessions which evoke and demand 
‘loyalty,’ such as the Army and 
the Church, men shrink from no 
sacrifice and keep no accounts of 
giving and taking. Where there 
ig no love and loyalty between 
employers and employed, but only 
what Carlyle calls the cash nexus, 
there is sure to be endless friction. 
Labour’ is distasteful, not only 
when it is inadequately. paid; but 
when the workman thinks that 
his work is being wasted; when 
it is so far mechanised that it is 
not work for an intelligent man; 
and, above all, when the mind is 
poisoned by envy:and hatred. 
If'I am right, the social pro- 
blem is more psychological than 
political or economic. Legitim. 
ate discontent with the conditions 
of ‘labour ought to be remedied, 
exen at the’cost of diminished pro- 
-duction.: But. the preachers of 
class ‘enmity are the 
enemies of . society, and the 
preachers of Jove and loyalty and 
goodwill are its best friends.
